EASY TO PLANT 


The roots and tubers of duck foods growing in marshy, wet places and a few inches of water are 
usually merely shoved down into the soil by hand, or with forked end of a stick, or other handy implement. 
Roots and tubers planted in a foot or more water, are weighted, then taken out and dropped into the 
water. You can weight these following instructions we furnish, or if you wish, we'll weight roots and tubers 
for you. Note prices quoted on weighted roots and tubers. ALL ROOTS and TUBERS CAN BE WEIGHTED, 
if desired, to save you time and make your whole planting easier, at $5 per 1000; 50c per 100 unless other- 
wise quoted.

SAGO POND PLANT 
(Potamogeton pectinatus) 

One of the best all-around foods in North Amer- 
ica. Canvasbacks, Redheads, Mallards, Pintails. 
Black Ducks, Wild Geese, Swan, and many other 
waterfowl eagerly feed on the seeds, tender tubers 
and all parts of plant. Food and shelter for fish. 


Plant throughout the U.S. and Canada in hard 
fresh, brackish or alkaline water, 11/2 to 8 ft. deep, 
on sandy or mud soil. Stands considerable current 
and wave action. Carp-resistant. 


EASY TO PLANT by merely dropping weighted 
tubers into shallow water, using 1000 per acre. 
TUBERS: 1000—$19; 100—$2.50. WEIGHTED TUBERS: 
1000—$24; 100—$3. 


WILD DUCK MILLET 
(Echinochloa) 

Food for Wild Ducks, Geese, Quail, Partridge. 
Song Birds. 

Sow on moist shores, lowlands, 
mud flats, during spring and early summer.

WAPATO DUCK POTATO 
(Sagittaria latifolia) 

Wild ducks of all kinds, and Canada Geese feed 
eagerly on the seeds and tender tubers or “pota- 
toes” this plant produces in abundance. Makes 
food over long season, until the freezeup. Stands 
drought and fluctuating water levels. 


EASY TO GROW — shove tubers down into 

marshy, wet soil, mud or sand, 
and up to 12 in. water, using 
1000 per acre. Very hardy 
throughout U.S. and Canada. 
Quick-growing. GRADE A-1

DEEP WATER DUCK POTATO 
(Sagittaria rigida) 

The tubers this plant produces in abundance are 
favorite food of Bluebills and other diving ducks; 
marsh ducks also feed on it eagerly, and where 
beds of it grow, you will always find wild ducks 
congregating. Furnishes food until freeze-up. Grows 
in 1 to 3 ft. water, on soft mud bottom, slow-flowing 
streams, ponds, lakes, marshes. Plant 1000 per acre.

Very hardy thruout U.S. 
and Canada, in fresh, 
brackish, moderately al- 
kaline locations. Produces abundance of seeds, 
eagerly eaten by over NINETEEN KINDS OF 
DUCKS, as well as Wild Geese. Good cover. Shove 
roots down into soil, in 4 to 12 in. water. Stands

(Sparganium 
eurycarpum) 





A valuable duck food

HORNED POND PLANT 
(Zannichellia palustris) 


A great duck food wherever planted throughout 
the U.S. and Canada. Adapted to wide range of 
conditions. Grows in ponds, lakes, streams, springs 
in 1 to 3 ft. fresh, brackish, salt, alkaline waters. 
Does best on mud bottom, but has grown on sandy 
soil. Persists in spite of carp. Plant 10 bu. per A. 
PLANTS, bu., $4: 5 bu., $19; 10 bu., $36. Furnished 
year-round. 


DUCKS MEATS 


Ducks Meats are often considered superior even 
to wild rice, since they furnish food from spring 
to fall (feed ducklings and nesting ducks, as well 
as fall ducks); have a rapid rate of increase; are 
EASY TO PLANT, since they are merely scattered 
broadcast in water. Duck stomachs examined show 
that SEVENTEEN or more species of ducks feed on 
DUCKS MEATS. Large concentrations of Black 
Ducks noted feeding where these were the sole 
foods. 

Ducks Meats float in the water, hence grow over 
any bottom. Scatter in sheltered, quiet waters; or 
among reeds, rushes, among which plants will 
anchor. 

FRESH PLANTS shipped daily from spring to 
freeze-up, starting about June Ist. Iced when neces- 
sary to insure arrival in good condition. Stand 
shade. 

STAR (Submerged) DUCKS MEAT, floats sub- 
merged; in either hard or soft water. Sow 10 bu. 
per acre. 

SURFACE FLOATING DUCKS MEAT floats on 
surface of water. Sow 5 bushels per acre. 

PLANTS, either variety, Bu.—$3; 10 bu. $2.50 per 
bu.; 25 bu. or more $2.00 per bu. 


ELODEA (Carp-resisting) 


Quick-growing duck and fish food. Ducks eat 
seeds (small fruits) and leaves. Our guaranteed 
fresh plants produce vigorous growth. Plant in 1 to 
8 ft. water, on mud, loam bottom. $3 per bu.; 10 bu. 
(plant 1 A.), $25; 25 bu. or more $2.00 per bu. 


COONTAIL (Ceratophyllum) 


Famous Mallard attraction. The seeds (fruits) of 
Coontail were found in stomachs of TWENTY- 
THREE species of wild ducks examined. Foliage of 
Coontail also eaten. Grows submerged, over any 
bottom soil. Excellent natural fish food and shelter 
plant. Valuable for baby fish. Stands shade.

Mallards. Pintails, Black Ducks, Teal, Wild Canada Geese and other waterfowl fly hundreds of miles 
to beds of Wild Rice, where they feast eagerly on the ripened grain. Excellent cover. 

Giant Wild Rice grows in a few inches to 2}/, ft. fresh water, with sufficient change to prevent stag- 
nancy, on mud or muck bottom. Do not plant it south of San Francisco, Calif. - Savannah, Ga.
